FROM THE FOG 


INCORPORATED !

It took us longer than we anticipated, but it is now official - F O G is 
a Corporation !!! The filing date was June 29 1982. The official name is 
FIRST OSBORNE GROUP (FOG was pre-empted, but we can use it as a 
service mark; and Inc. is neither required nor used here). 

But let me back up a bit here. It all started one meeting when I asked 
for a consensus of opinion from the assembled multitude and Bob 
Kavinoky asked “When are we going to get some Constitution and 
BYLAWS for this Group”? Knowing me, you have probably guessed that 
the next step was my talking Bob into being the Chairperson of a 
Constitution & BYLAWS Committee. 

We were fortunate to get as volunteers Bill Houk, Steve Von Till, and 
Henry Parsons who is a member of PicoNet (it must have been a 
Workshop meeting). All three are associated with Law in their Profes- 
sional lives. After the first meeting or so they were joined by Jim Schenkel 
of the San Francisco F O G Group. He is experienced with Non-Profit 
Corporate Law. 

It seemed desirable to form a legal organization to protect the 
members and officers, as well as establish some guidelines for conducting 
business. This Committee worked diligently and forged the basis of a set 
of BYLAWS which should serve us very well. Henry has become very busy 
and no longer participates, but I thank him and the entire Committee for 
getting us off to an excellant start; it was a JOB WELL DONE! 

The BYLAWS are essentially finished, with only a few final modifica- 
tions to be made, They establish F O G as a non-profit corporation 
organized for charitable, scientific and educational purposes. They call for 
a Board of nine Trustees elected by the entire general membership. 

The four elected officers will be chosen by, and answer to the Board. 
The Board will establish all operating policies. The Chairman of the 
Board is the President. He has no vote except to break a tie and he is not 
considered a Trustee. Other offices are appointed by the President with 
the concurrence of the Board. 

The Trustees are answerable to the membership at large and 
provisions are made for ammendments to the BYLAWS. This setup should 
provide for expedience and simplicity of operation while still leaving 
ultimate control in the hands of the members. 

The first official Board of Trustees meeting was held on the 15th of 
July, just before our regular monthly meeting at the DYSAN Auditorium. 


As recommended by our Iegal counsel, | chose nine persons as the 
Interim Board, and as might be expected they elected the existing F O G 
Officers to act in the interim until an election of a new Board of Trustees 
(March 1982). The Board and Officers are:

The Board includes a good cross-section with 5 founding members, 
2 Lawyers, 2 financial experts, 2 relative newcomers, etc. I know that they 
will work hard to set up an organization which should function smoothly, 
pave the way for future growth, represent all the members, and create 
BYLAWS modifications which will respond to the needs and desires of the 
general membership. 
A few policies have already been established. The Board decided to 
employ Gale Rhoades as a parttime contract employee on a trial basis. 
This should be no surprise, since she has been devoting so many hours 
on our behalf, and we need to be assured of her continued efforts. The 
Board agreed to underwrite a telephone line for David Oates, so that he 
can receive all your FOGHORN submissions on modem! 
The Board has also agreed that F O G will be an association of Affiliated 
Chapters, with one chapter being a Chapter-at-Large for all those unable 
to belong to a Local Chapter, All individual members will be equal (only 
one class of membership). The full membership fee will be payable to the 
Corporation, but an as yet undecided amount of Rebate (approximately 
20% -25% ) will be paid back to the designated Local Chapter to help 
defray local expenses. The remainder of the dues will pay for Disk Library 
services, an individual monthly copy of the FOGHORN, and other 
Corporate expenses. 
Each designated Local Chapter will be a Legal entity recognized by the F 
OG Corporation and will have at least a President, a Treasurer, and a Disk 
Librarian. Suggested BYLAWS and method of operation for the Local 
Chapters, as well as the actual amount of Rebates to Local Chapters will 
be made as soon as possible. Interested groups should notify F O G at 
PO.BOX 11683-A, Palo Alto, CA, 94306. 
We are excited about our progress. Although a Silicon Valley Board was 
designated in the interim for expediency, we want to satisfy the wishes of 
the majority of all members everywhere and encourage your active 
participation.

NOTES FROM SANTA CLARA

Sometimes, these miracles of modern electronics know-how manage 
to pay for themselves. This was one of those times. I was running late at 
work, a few more lines of code to debug, and *BAM* the system disk 
failed, Not to worry, the backup disk was available, but, oops, we back up 
at the END of the day, don’t we. So the version on the system disk was 
yesterday's program, several changes ago. No problem; the disk wasn't 
totally lost, we could read the files that were different. You get the idea. 


Seven o'clock came and went, as did eight. By the time I got there, 
most of the meeting was over. Well, | figured, they'll have to get somcone 
else to do these illustrious minutes. Surprise! Our fearless leader had 
managed to tape the entire meeting, and offered to lend me the tape for 
note-taking. So, here I am, back at the keyboard, to report on the latest 
Santa Clara FOG meeting. 

The main speaker of the evening was Ron Brown, who is Vice 
President, International Division of OCC. His talk centered around slides 
of OCC’s trip to the Hanover Fair, the World's Fair of Industry (Apr.24-May 
2). With 22 bldgs, 250 acres, and 5000 companies of which a fifth were 
computer-related, this is probably the largest industrial exhibition in the 
world. Over 700,000 people attend over an eight-day period, and 
Osborne was there attracting attention and potential sales. The new 
international character sets were on display, as well as manuals in seven 
languages, but the main attention-getter was a large monitor displaying 
reruns of local television mini-series done on Osborne the man, the 
corporation, and the machine. About 80% of the companies and 
attendees were German, leaving a sizeable number of non-Germans, 
though, including Swiss, British, and of course, Japanese. One joker took 
an Osborne and a motor scooter and would drive from booth to booth 
and seemingly play with the keyboard. When people would ask what he 
was doing, he'd say, “Programming my next stop.” Then he'd drive off to 
the next booth leaving gaping jaws in his wake! A real (though not yet 
factual) demonstration of portability. 

Ron also mentioned that Osborne will soon have two factories 
overseas (Ireland and Hong Kong), and expects 25-30% of their business 
this year to be from international sales, growing to maybe 50% next year. 
Competition, strangely enough, seems to be strongest with Osbornes 
themselves. Many machines have been exported to Europe by un- 
scrupulous dealers and heavily discounted with no support offered! These 
are being gobbled up by the European consumer. However, with the new 
international units and foreign-language manuals, customers will probably 
go for the better-supported official products. 

After Intermission, there were several anouncements. Frank men- 
tioned that the UCSD Pascal P-System has been announced in the dealer 
newsletter and will be bundled with the double-density option when it is 
released. 

Leo Grandi announced that Thom Hogan donated an honorarium he 
got for speaking at the Administration Management Society to his favorite 
non-profit organization (i.e., F O G). We all join in thanking Thom for his 
generosity; perhaps a “Thom Hogan Chair of Tutorial Expertise” should 
be established at upcoming workshop meetings. For the benefit of those 
of us who haven't attended one in a while, these have evolved into a 
bunch of special-interest groups that gather in clumps to discuss topics of 
common interest, All in all, quite stimulating, but they need our support. 
Give one a try soon. 

Finally Frank turned the podium over to Rick Udey from the 
Computer Cannery to announce some new products from his firm. He 
has the Dataspeak modem, a compact $190 unit on sale for $140 from 
them. He also showed a working Antex ADS-8001 printer for $535, an 80- 
column 120 cps model very similar to the NEC-8023 and the C.ltoh 
Prowriter. He ended by saying that a version of Pascal from JRT in San 
Francisco is available for $29.95, they want it to be duplicated, and thus 
he is investigating the possibility of putting it in the library as soon as it 
can be tested. A mighty nice bargain, given the usual overpricing on 
language compilers these days.

FROM THE DOGHOUSE 
by John Gaudio 


In talking with clients, members of the Denver Osborne Group, & 
other Osborne users I find that there is still some confusion about just 
what “CP/M” really is, what it does, & where it's likely to be found, 

CP/M is a program with versions running on many computers, 
including the Osborne 1, It was originally written by Gary Kildall in 1973 
for use with his 8080 microcomputer, and has since evolved into what is 
now the most popular operating system available for 8080 and 280 
micros, The letters “CP/M” stand for “Control Progeam/Monitor.”* 

CP/M loads any one of a number of programs into the computer's 
memory and provides the means for that program to communicate with 
peripherals such as the video screen, keyboard, disk drives, and printer. It 
functions on the Osborne in much the same way an office manager 
functions in one of the branch offices of a large company. That office 
manager brings visiting salesmen into the office and provides the means 
for those salesmen to communicate with staff members such as the 
secretaries from the pool, and the filing clerks. 

A visiting salesman coming into the office doesn't have to know who 
or where the typists are, the details of the filing system, or the way to the 
mail room. The office manager knows all this and is available to handle 
those details that vary from one branch office to the next. The salesman 
simply gives a memo to the office manager, asks that it be typed or filed, 
and it’s done. The office manager is specially trained to understand the 
details of that particular branch office and sees to it that the request, 
along with the material needed to fill that request, makes its way to the 
hands of the appropriate secretaries and/or file clerks. The office manager 
then confirms that the request has been filled, and reports back to the 
salesman when the job is done. 

This is just the way that CP/M works for us on the Osborne 1. CP/M 
plays the role of the office manager. When CP/M is installed on a 
computer some parts of CP/Mx are specially written just to run on that 
computer. When a program is loaded into the computer by CP/M, that 
program plays the part of the salesman. The computer plays the part of 
the office, and the computer's peripherals play the parts of the members 
of the office staff. 

When a program written to run under CP/M must send a character 
out to the printer, that program doesn’t have to know what kind of printer 
is being used, or even the type of computer on which it's being run. CP/M 
(the office manager) knows all that. The program simply sends a 
character to CP/M and tells the “Control Program/Monitor” (CP/M 
remember) that this character must be sent to the printer. CP/M then 
takes the character, waits until the printer is ready, sends the character to 
the printer, and informs the program that the request has been filled. This 
process can be repeated until all of the characters of a document have 
been sent to the printer, that is until the entire document has been 
printed. 

This “office manager", C/PM, performs many tasks on the Osborne 1, 
including the transfer of characters to the screen and printer, the transfer 
of characters from the keyboard (including those programmed on special 
function keys), system resets, the opening, closing, and deleting of files, 
and more, Each computer that runs a version of the CP/M operating 
system has the option of handling its peripherals in whatever way works 
best for that computer. Computers like the Xerox 820, Cromemco, and 
Osborne 1 each have their own methods of handling printers, disk drives, 
keyboards and screens. CP/M simply provides the common ground that 
makes it possible to run one program on any of the many machines 
equipped with a CP/M operating system. 

So where do we find this wonder called CP/M? Something called the 
“CP/M image” a copy of the CP/M program, is stored on each of the disks 
that come with the Osborne 1. This system image is found on the first 
three (00,01,& 02) tracks of the disk. These are called the system tracks. 
When you first turn power on to the Osborne and follow the instruction 
to “Insert disk in drive A and press return?’ this CP/M image is read from 
the system tracks of the disk in drive A and stored in the memory of the 
Osborne I. Thus we normally find CP/M both on the system tracks of 
most diskettes and in the Osborne 1's memory. 


There are some special programs such as SETUP and SYSGEN that 
allow us to modify and copy the system image. In my next article we'll 
look at some of the ways these programs are used with that system image 
to customize your diskettes and make your favorite computer even easier 
to use than it already is.

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NEWS FROM VANCOUVER, CANADA

The local Osborne User's group (called OSBUG) started in April and 
meets the third monday of each month. So far, we have had three 
meetings. The first meeting saw six people turn up, and we spent most of 
the time sorting out basics, like getting autostart modified for various 
program callups, and using wordstar and supercalc. 

The second mecting, held in May, was standing room only. Lee 
Swordy brought a couple of patches that he wrote: AUTOMOD.COM 
which changes the callup in CP/M to a user specified command and 
WSPATCH.COM. 

With AUTOMOD.COM, you can eliminate the AUTOST.COM file from 
your discs and save 2k of space on each disc. CP/M will read the 
command line from the disc and boot directly to your program without 
going through the autostart program. (Sorry OCC, but if I had double 
density drives 1 wouldn't be so paranoid about saving space). 

WSPATCH.COM makes the cursor in Wordstar blink at a user defined 
rate, This is especially great when you are doing a ‘find’ command, 
because it’s so much easier to find the blinkin’ cursor! The patch also 
automatically changes the arrow keys to the Wordstar arrow configuration 
when you boot Wordstar. This allows you to leave your keys as CP/M 
under setup, but have them reconfigured when Wordstar is booted. When 
using Wordstar to create asm or Chasic files this lets the arrow keys 
behave properly even when jumping back and forth between programs. 
(These programs will be added to the FOG library...Ed.)

SOFTWARE REVIEWS FROM 
VANCOUVER, CANADA

Recently | purchased three very inexpensive software packages. The 
prices for these programs were so low that | though twice about buying. 
Now I don’t think could do without them! It is rcally neat to find 
software that really works at an affordable price. 

The three programs are: SMARTKEY; its companion, SMARTPRINT; 
and an utility package. The documentation on these programs is very 
good, although there are a few unclear areas in the patch programs. One 
interesting note is that special versions of SMARTKEY, SMART PRINT, 
UNSPOOL, and QSUB had to be produced just for the Osborne 1. This is 
because Osborne Corp, in all their wisdom, thought it was necessary to 
implement a non-standard version of CP/M on the Osborne 1. What 
happened to your preaching about “compatability”, Adam? 

FBN Software SMARTKEY $39.00 

This is one of those programs that I really didn’t know if it would be 
useful to me, at feast not until | started to experiment with it. SMARTKEY 
lets you adapt your keyboard to any configuration you like. It's like having 
every key on the keyboard programmable just like the number keys are 
through the SETUP program - only the functions of the keys can be 
changed dynamically, from the keyboard, at any time you want! 

One of the OSBUG members has his keyboard laid out like a DEC 
typesetter. | use it to cemember filenames and key words for recall at the 
touch of a button! SMARTKEY takes up 2k at the top of memory below 
CP/M, and once in place is “transparent” to the user. You won't even know 
it’s there unless you call it. It can also load the key values from a file in 
memory, letting you keep an ‘automatic’ key definition file on cach 
different disc that loads when you boot the program. For those of you 
who wanted to try the Dvorak keyboard layout, this program makes it 
easy. 

FBN Softwarc SMARTPRINT $ 19.00 

This program is similar to SMARTKEY, but works at the other end of 
the chain, the printer. It allows you to redefine the codes sent to the 
printer by your computer. You could us this utility to set up two different 
printers so they respond the same way to the same keys, or to adapt 
timing sequences on for some printers easily (once again, a software 
solution!), You must have SMARTKEY to make this package work! 

FBN Software - CP/M Extension utility package § 39.00 

There are seven programs on this disk! SPOOL lets you assign output 
that would normally go to your printer or screen to a disc file instead. All 
output is then successively added to that disc file, Now this doesn’t sound 
like much of an advantage, does it? Except that now you can print that 
disc file using UNSPOOL, and it can be printing while you do something 
else on your console, It takes a lot less time to write to a disk file than it 
does toa printer (especially if it is an Epson like mine). You also have all 
your documents printed at one time while you go about housekceping in 
CP/M. 

I know you could just get an 8k buffer card for your printer, but this 
way it’s much less expensive. Besides, it's cheating to do it with 
hardware! 

If you assign the console (screen) output to the disc file, you can get 
a complete master disc file catalogue by using successive XDIR 
commands, or even a dissassembly of COM files on disc. There's even a 
disassembly editor utility, DDTTOMAC, that edits a disassembly listing 
produced by DDT so it is compatible with a normal assembler. (If you're 
a beginner, don’t worry about this, It will only be of use to assembly 
language programmers. Don’t laugh - when I started I was as much of a 
klutz at that as you think you are!), 


RESTORE will bring back that file you just erased by mistake. You 
know, when you forgot to start the ERA command with “B:” and you just 
erased the new edited version of your file on the logged disc. Just go to 
CP/M and say RESTORE <filename> and there it is— back again! Just like 
magic! What's that? You have a file that was erased but you can’t 
remember it’s exact name? Never fear - FDIR is for you! This directory 
utility will give you the name of all files on the disc, their user number 
(or ‘erased’ if they have been erased ), the attributes of the file, and it's size 
(in extents). 

To keep your directory in order, SORTDIR will re-arrange it, putting 
it in name or type order, and erasing PERMANENTLY any previously 
erased files. This makes it much easier to recover an erased file later with 
no problem due to name conflicts, and makes your files nice and neat 
when you use DIR. 

The final utility is called QSUB. It is another form of Submit 
command, The primary advantage of QSUB is the ability to specify a 
string of commands on the command line of CP/M without having to use 
a separate SUB file on the disc. (once again, I'm saving all the space on 
my disc that I can), This is great where you want to load two or more 
programs in succession, for example, SPOOL then WORDSTAR. The other 
advantage is that QSUB doesn't write a transient $$S.sub file to your disc, 
meaning QSUB will work in the direct command line mode even on a 
write protected disc!!!

TIPS FOR TYROS 


AUTO STARTING 
By Captain Doug Hurst, USMC 


Anyone who has taken their Osborne 1 out of the crate knows that all 
the system disks supplied as standard equipment have been fixed up with 
what is known as an “Auto Start” program. This will appear as 
AUTOST.COM on the disk directory. Its function is to allow you, the user, 
to be saved the trouble of first booting up the CP/M operating system, 
replacing that disk with your system disk, then typing the file name and a 
<er> to initiate your system program. This is great, especially for 
novices, (which I consider myself) who have a tendancy to reach for the 
reset button each time they change a disk rather than exiting to the CP/M 
prompt. 

Once you have purchased, written, or otherwise come by other 
system (COM) programs, however, you will notice the convenience of 
Auto Start is not present. Even Osborne OEM'd software, such as dBASE 
Il, MicroLink, DiskDoctor, etc. does not have this feature. That is until 
now. If you adhere to the following procedures you will be able to easily 
place an Auto Start on any system disk you desire. Ready? Let's go. 

First, boot up your system with the CP/M Utility disk in the left (A) 
drive and a blank formatted disk in the right (B) drive. Type <er>, At the 
A> prompt, type SYSGEN <cr>. You will be prompted right through this 
operation as follows: 

Operating System Generation Program 
OSBORNE COMPUTER SYSTEM ONE 
Revision 1.5 


SOURCE drive (A or B) — (You should pick A) 
Put SOURCE diskette in drive A, then press RETURN 
System read successfully.

DESTINATION (A,B or RETURN to exit) — (You should pick B) 
Put DESTINATION diskette in B, the press RETURN. 
System copied successfully.

You will want the A drive to be the SOURCE and the B drive to be 
the DESTINATION. After the drives stop running you will have CP/M on 
the disk in drive B. It will have been “SYSGEN’D”. (This word will appear 
in the 10th Webster's Collegiate Dictionary due to arrive about the same 
time as Double Density). Type <cr>. ; 

Now, replace the CP/M Utility disk with the CP/M System disk and 
perform a warm boot (“C). When vou get the fresh A>, type PIP 
B:=AAUTOST.COM <cr>. After the drives stop and you have another 
A>, type DIR B: <er>, to make certain that AUTOST.COM transfered to 
the disk in drive B. 

Next type PIP <cr>. After a moment the A> prompt will be 
replaced by a* prompt. Remove the CP/M System disk from drive A and 
replace it with a disk that has the COM file you want to Auto Start. Once 
this disk is in the A drive, type B:= A:XXXXXXXX.COM <cr>. The file is 
now transferring to drive B. (Of course the XXX's will be replaced with 
the name of your COM file). The first time I did this it was with the 
MicroLink Communications program so I typed ML.COM. 


WARNING! SOME COM FILES HAVE OTHER COM AND OVERLAY 
FILES ASSOCIATED WITH THEM. WORDSTAR AND DBASE II ARE THIS 
WAY. BE SURE TO PIP ALL THESE FILES OVER TO THE B DRIVE IN THE 
SAME MANNER AS YOU DID THE PRIMARY COM FILE. 


EXAMPLE: *B:= A:XXXXXXXX.COM (MAIN COM FILE) 
*B:= AYYYYYYYY.OVR (ASSOCIATED OVERLAY FILE) 
*B:= A:YYYYYYYY.COM (ASSOCIATED COM FILE) 


After the drives stop running replace the disk in drive A (the one 
with your unglamorous COM file(s) on it) with the CP/M Utility disk 
once again. Type <cr>. This will take you back from the * prompt to the 
A> prompt and perform a warm boot. at this point you should have 
AUTOSL.COM and XXXXXXKX.COM (possibly YYYYYYYY.OVR and 
YYYYYYYY.COM also) on the B drive if you check the directory. 

Now, we must modify the AUTOST.COM on drive B so it will 
properly boot up your new primary COM file from a “cold” start 
situation. When this has been accomplished, you will be able to turn on 
your Osborne |, put your new disk in drive A, type <cr> and have your 
COM file booted up real pretty with the Osborne logo and everything. 
Sound good? Well, let's finish it off 

‘Type DDT B:AUTOST.COM <cr>. After a few moments you will see 
something like this on your screen:

You will notice a column of 4 digit numbers on the far left , eight 
columns of 2 digit numbers in the middle and some strange looking 
characters and numbers with intermittent semi-legible characters over on 
the right. In the characters on the right you will recognize the words 
“HELP” and “LOADING CPM AND HELP”. This is what we are going to 
change. First, however, some explanation is in order. 

The 4 digit numbers on the left are “hexidecimal” numbers which 
represent memory addresses. The 2 digit numbers in the middle are the 
“hexidecimal” number contents of these memory addresses and the 
numbers and characters on the right are the ASCII equivalent of those 2 
digit hexidecimal numbers in the middle. The hex addresses listed are 
eight numbers apart. Where you see: 


0168 48 45 4C 50 00 00 00 00 HELP asses 
0170 00 00 00 iA 24 1B SD 30 ...-%.=0 


The 4 digit numbers on the left are “hexidecimal” numbers which 
represent memory addresses. The 2 digit numbers in the middle are the 
“hexidecimal” number contents of these memory addresses and the 
numbers and characters on the right are the ASCII equivalent of those 2 
digit hexidecimal numbers in the middle. The hex addresses listed are 
eight numbers apart. Where you see: 48, the hex equivalent of the ASCII 
“H’ is located at memory address 0168. Even though the address number 
0169 is not printed, this is where the 45 hex resides (to the right of the 
underlined 48 hex). 016A holds the 4C (ASCII “L”) etc. until you get up 
to O1GF on the far right which holds a 00 hex and then back to the start 
of the next line which is 0170 and holds 00 hex. 

We have to change the word “HELP” and also the wording after 
“LOADING” since will not be loading CP/M AND HELP now. The word 
that will replace “HELP” is the name of your primary COM file minus the 
“COM “. The word after “LOADING” will describe your file. 

EXAMPLE: If this were for WordStar, “HELP” would be replaced with 
“WS” and “CP/M AND HELP” would be replaced with “WordStar”. 

Ready to proceed with the actual change?? It’s not very hard. 

Type $0168 <cr>. You will see this: 


-$0168 Note: The $ function of the DDT program lists 
0168 48— individual addresses, with current contents, 
and allows the user to change the contents of the 
address. This is what we are going to do. 


Again I will use the MicroLink program for the sake of example, 
MicroLink is ML.COM. So, in my case, I replaced “HELP” (48,45,4C,50 
hex) with “ML” (4D,4C,00,00 hex). It will look something like this:

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THE SOURCE AND THE OSBORNE 1 
by Bill Houk 


The Osborne | is so versatile, it can be used as a peripheral terminal 
to communicate with large main-fame computers. I use mine to talk to 
The Source, a shared-time mainframe located in the Washington DC. 
area. The basic requirements arc an Osborne | loaded with the proper 
software, a modem, a telephone, and a password or other means of entry 
to the mainframe. The software is readily available to Osborne owners, 
since one very fine version is called MODEM 7 and is located on Disk | of 
the FOG library. 

With MODEM 7 in Drive A, I put a formatted disk in Drive B. At the 
A>, enter MDM70S. A menu will appear; at the end of the menu is 
COMMAND: Tuse a 300-baud modem, so I type 7.300 
B-<NEWFILE.TXT>, in the event that I want to save any part of the 
session. Then, I dial up The Source by calling either Telenet or ‘Tymnet on 
a local number. The log-in procedures are clearly covered in The Source 
User's Manual. Ifa record of entire session is required, | enter 4 
(Control Y), to turn on memory buffers. If 1 do not want to record the 
whole session (the usual case) another “Y will toggle off memory. At the 
end of the session, I enter “E to get the main menu, and then before 
touching anything else, I enter WRT, to empty the buffer and close 
NEWEILE.TXT on Disk B. This gives as complete a record of the session 
as is required. 

To load data into The Source, I get to (the Source) Command Level 
to select an option which will accept text input, such as POST (a bulletin 
board), Mail (Electronic Mail) or File. The following is a sequence which 
I recently used to demonstrate this capability. The Source response in in 
upper case, while the Osborne-originated text is in lower case. The 
Source File which I am creating is called OSBORNE. The file up-loaded is 
called TESTFILE.TXT, created under Wordstar, option N. (Do not use 
Option D, as the text will have unseen bits, which may make the transfer 
behave unpredictably unless you strip out the Wordstar spacings with 
TEXCLEAN.COM or PIPCOM.) 

Command: 1.300 B:newfile.xt<cr> (Modem 7 command to get into 
terminal mode, with a file opened on Drive B for recording purposes. ) 

Source Log-on procedures: 

WELCOME TO THE SOURCE 

1. OVERVIEW OF THE SOURCE 
2. INSTRUCTIONS 

3, THE SOURCE MENU 

4, COMMAND LEVEL 

5. TODAY 


ENTER ITEM NUMBER (4 to get to Command Level)

Now you type “T and enter the filename to be transfered.

First, several of the systems I mentioned (notably the Palo Alto and 
Portola Valley PMS systems) are down for a while or for good, according 
to tidbits picked up on other systems.

You CANNOT transfer a file just by typing “XMODEM <CR>". You 
have to type “XMODEM S name.typ <CR>” to get anything to happen. 
Notice in the PC. version that carriage returns are NOT shown explicitly. 
By the way, that was the “alternate plan B” I referred to in my next-to-last 
paragraph. Plan A using TYPE and “y; Plan B = using XMODEM and RT 
mode (the latter being much more preferred, since it checks its own 
errors). 

Oh well, if they ever decide to let another of my pieces reach print, | 
hope they're a bit more careful of accuracy. And next time, guys, let me 
know. J don't relish heart trouble at such an carly age!

Addendum to Thom Hogan’s 
WordStar modification article in the 
June/July 1982 issue of THE 
PORTABLE COMPANION.

I was very pleased to see the Wordstar modification article presented 
by Thom Hogan in the June/July issue of THE PORTABLE COMPANION. I 
enjoyed the smooth response of the WordStar that was originally shipped 
with my Osborne and | did not mind the use of underlining to highlight 
(although half-intensity highlighting is a lot nicer). 

I was very anxious to try incorporating the modification suggested 
by Thom into my “upgraded” WordStar program. So | immediately began 
to enter the listing presented starting on page 47 of THE PORTABLE 
COMPANION onto diskette and that is when I started to run into 
problems, The WSMODS.ASM listing does not work as presented. After 
several tries, I was able to correct the problems in the WSMODS.ASM 
listing so that it works as advertised. 

The following list describes the changes 1 made to Thom’s listing. 
Changes 1,2,4, 6, & 10 are all the changes needed to get WordStar 
working as Thom described in his article. The other changes 1 made to 
suit my own personal preference. To incorporate the changes, follow 
‘Thoms directions presented on page 46 of THE PC. with one exception 
- SAVE 56 B:WS.COM <cr> is all that is necessary to save the WordStar 
program instead of SAVE 63 B:WS.COM <cr> (at least this is true on the 
version 1.3 upgrade WordStar program). (This program will also be 
available through the library....Ed. ) 

1. Iselected HILITE EQU TRUE for the underling highlighting. 

2. SCREEN was not defined in the listing and should be defined as 
SCREEN EQU OF000h 

3, ESCAPE should be defined with EQU rather than DB. 

4. | entered a modification at location 190h to update the WordStar 
starting message to read “Smooth Scrolling Osborne I. 

5. Use single quotes to define cursor position character rather than 
double quotes on CLEADI line (i. ‘=" instead of “=") 

6. [replaced JMP ITERM with DB 0,0,0C9h on INISUB line since I 
prefer not to clear the screen when WordStar is started. 

7. MEMADR DB SCREEN should be MEMADR DW SCREEN. 

8. I replaced JMP INCON with DB 0,0,0C9h on UCONI line since 
using BIOS console input bypasses check for arrow key and 
special function key definitions. 

9. I changed the medium-long delay from 25 to 35 since | like a 
little more time to respond before the prompt messages come up 
in WordStar. 

10. I modified the Z80 code so that the auto scroll column number 

is easily identifiable and changed to suit your own preference. | 
set it at column 40. 

11. For the input promptcommand response, | changed the CALL 
from X1BB4 to X30D2. This sets the horizontal offset to the 
WordStar column number rather than to zero in response to 
WordStar prompts.

APPLICATIONS TOOLBOX 


This month's column is courtesy of the very nice people at MicroPro. 


It is an extraction from some of their promotional material. It is reprinted 
here in the hopes answering some frequently asked questions about 
Wordstar and MailMerge. 
kak 
1. How do you print labels on the three across sheets? This is 
accomplished by first setting up the following dot commands at the 
beginning of the print command file: 
RM 132 (This forces a right margin of 132 columns.) 
PL G (This sets the page length equal to the length of each label 
with an extra line for the space between the labels.) 
MT 1 (This sets the top margin to one line.) 
MB 1 (This sets the bottom margin to one line.) 
PO 0 (This sets the left margin to the edge of the paper.) 
.OP (This omits the page number.) 
DF FILENAME.TYP (This is the name of your address file. ) 
sRY namel,addressl,cityl,statel,zip1 
RV name2,address2,city2,state2,zip2 
RV name3,address3,city3,state3,zip3 


You should set the tabs to 37 and 73 (clear all others) and set the 
right margin to 132 with hyphen help and right justification off. 

You now list the vairables (enclosed within “&”) in the order you 
want them printed. On the first line of each label, you probably want the 
names, Enter “&namel&’ starting in column one and follow it with ve 
P<cr>", Your cursor will move down a line on the screen but the 
position will still say line 1, column 1. Press “TAB” to move to line 1, 
column 37 and enter “&name2&” ““P<cr>”. Again you will be down one 
line on the screen but the position will read line 1, column 1. Tab to 
position 73 and enter “&name3&” “<cr>” (Do not enter a “P before this 
last <cr>), Your position will now read line 2, column 1. Repeat the 
procedure for this and the other two lines on the labels. 

Be aware that printing labels three across in this manner voids the 
“omit null variable” (/o) option.

2. Why can’t you take advantage of the true proportional spacing that 
your printer allows? This is because Wordstar uses microspace justifica- 
tion to achieve right justification. It does not support true proportional 
spacing.
